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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 9,15,17,19 
have been canceled. Claims 4,12,18 are pending. 

The rejection of claims 15,19 under 35 USC 103 over Zhang is dropped as the claims 
have been canceled. 

The rejection of claims 9,15,17,19 under 35 USC 103 over Lewis is dropped as the 
claims have been canceled. 

The rejection of claims 9,15,17,19 under 35 USC 112, 2 nd paragraph is dropped as the 
claims have been canceled. 

The rejection of claims 12,18 under 35 USC 1 12, 2 nd paragraph is dropped, as applicants' 
comments are persuasive. 

The prior art neither teaches nor suggests the claimed compounds. The data in the 
specification at pages 10-12 demonstrate the compounds effective in treating local ischemia. In 
the absence of any evidence or apparent reason why the claimed compounds do no possess the 
disclosed utility, the allegation of utility in the specification must be accepted as correct. In re 
Kamal et al, 158 USPQ 320; Ex parte Krenzer, 199 USPQ 227.
